APPEARANCE OF MALCOLM X WITH LOUIS LOMAX 
AT A CORE SPONSORED MEETING ON APRIL 3, 1964 
AT CLEVELAND 


It is noted that a leaflet was distributed throughout 
the Negro community in Cleveland during the week prior to the 
above meeting which described the function as a symposium on 
the Negro revolt featuring MALCOLM X, dynamic and provocative 
spokesman for Black Nationalism, and LOUIS LOMAX, internationally 
famous lecturer and writer. Leaflet indicated it was a putlic 
meeting sponsored by the Cleveland Chapter of CORE. 


On April 6, 1964, a source whc has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that he attended the above 
meeting and attributed the following comments to MALCOLM X: 


President JOHNSON is nothing but a southern cracker 
and the Negroes are foolish if they think he is going to do 
what is right by them. As head of the Democratic Party, the 
President shculd come out and denounce the southern filibuster 
as they have no intention of carrying out the proposed civil 
rights bill. So for 1964, I say there will be either "bal.ots 
or bullets." If the filibuster continues, there will be 
another march on Washington, but it will not be the same kind 


of march as the previous one. 


Source quoted MALCOLM X as stating, "It is lawful for 
anyone to ovm a rifle or a shotgun and it is everyone's right 
to protect themselves from anyone who stands in their way to 
prevent them from obtaining what is rightfully theirs. I do

not say the Negroes should go out hunting white people to 
shoot,’ although they would be within their rights, but it 
would be unlawful." Source also quoted MALCGM Xas stating 
"Some people say I am anti-white. I am not anti-anything but 
anti-oppression. The Government cannot or will not protect 
the Negroes and there property, so the Negroes must protect 
themselves and this might mean investing in a rifle or 4 
shotgun." Source stated that MALCCLM Xspoke of the number of 
Negroes who have fought in every war that, America has been in 
and quoted MALCOLM Xas stating "They have fought and died 
against great odds, so why not cle if need be fighting for 
your own rights .... only in this case let the aying be 
reciprocal. When the American so-called Negroes have gone 

to fight in foreign countries, the ones he is fighting ask 


him what he is fighting for and the Negro should hang his 
head in shame." 


Source added that he estimated an attendance of 
approximately 2,000 people and stated that there were quite 
a few white people in attendance ard the eudience greatly 
applauded most of what was said by the two speakers. 


"The Cleveland Plain Dealer", a local daily news- 
paper, carried an article on page 20 of the April 4, 1964, 
issue under the caption "It's Ballotsor Bullet Answers 
MALCOIM X." This article stated approximately 2,000 attended 
this symposium end reported that MALCCLM Xhad stated the 
Negro could find little help from the Government in getting 
his civil rights. He mst look to himself and develop his 
own community to where he will not need the white man. The 
Negro mst defend himself in areas where the Government has 
proved unable and unwilling to do so and this might mean 
investing in a rifle or a shotgun. 


"The Cleveland Press", a local daily newspaper, 
carried an article on page 17 concerning the proposed pi-:keting 
in Cleveland on April 6, 1964. The latter part of this 
article stated that in a debate between MALCCLMX and LOUIS
